WORKS BY EMINENT ARTIST 
EXHIBITED IN JC ART GALLERY 


An art exhibit of two dozen 
linoleum and wood-cut prints 
drawn by Norman Kent is be- 
ing exhibited in the Little Art 
Gallery through December 15. 
Starting Tuesday, December 5, 
the exhibit will be open to stu- 
dents and to the public from 
nine to four o’clock on week 
days and nine to twelve on Sat- 
urdays. 

Born in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1903, Mr. Kent has be- 
come one of America’s distin- 
guished contemporary artists. He 
has work represented in the 
Cleveland Museum of Art, New 
York Public Library, Library of 


Congress, National Gallery of 
Canada, Baltimore Museum of 
Art, and many other museums 
and universities. Mr. Kent is a 
graduate of the Art Students’ 
League in New York, and has 
worked independently in Italy. 
He is also the associate editor of 
the American Artists’ Magazine 
and assistant professor of art at 
the William-Smith College. 

Among the collection presented 
in the Art Gallery are prints of 
old buildings, cities, scenes of the 
eastern states, and portraits. This 
is by far the most important ex- 
hibition ever presented in the gal- 
lery of J.C.
